therein and by adding to Section 33-14 f0T " B-l-B District" 

(32) Antique Shop and (33) Penny Arcade. 

SECTION 2. If any section paragraph clause, sentence or part of 
this Ordinance shall be declared invalid, it shall not affect the legality 
of the remainder of other parts of this Ordinance. 

SECTION 3. This Ordinance shall be in full force and effect 
from and after its passage, approval by the Mayor and legal publication 
thereof.
